8ome 
of 
them 
are 
much 
ruora 
t>aauriful 
than 
those 
found 
in 
the 
old 
Italian and Greek churches. 
The laljors 
of the tile-makers are no longer confined to 
tho manufacture of the plain, ugly-colored 
blocks of concrete. 
Copies of the most cele­ 
brated art works, embodying all the deli­ 
cate shades, are reproduced in the squares 
of clay. 
Sometimes each tile is a gem in 
itself; then again each tile represents only a 
portion of one immense design. 
When the 
public becomes educated up to the worth of 
ihe tile, I am afraid the carpet an l wool 
companies must go." 
That the feers of the carpet men are not 
unfounded is prov en by the fact that in 
some of the mansions uptown the entire 
house is tiled from garret to cellar. 
Not 
only is this the case in floorings, but in dee- 
rations formerly wrought in wood, pluffi 
ana v elv ets. 
Thomas Nast. the caricaturist, has in his 
residence at Morristown, N. J., a mantle 
and fireplace built entirely of exquisitely 
wrought tiles, representing sceiles 
from 
Shakespeare’s “Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 
Elwin Booth has in his Newport home a 
cabinet wrought in a similar manner, while 
in many of the homes of the wealthy New 
Yorkers the wainscotings and ceilings are 
made of chaste and curiously designed clay 
-quares. 
There is hardly a house among the 
upper teu that has not one or more jardin­ 
ieres made of tiles. 
So also in ship architec­ 
ture hav e these pretty little squares been 
utilized. 
The saloon and music room of the 
Red Star steamer Noordland are resplend- 
sut in tile work. 
One of the most curious specimens of tile 
flooring can be seen in the new Washington 
building, on Broadway, at Battery park. 
The pieces are put in irregularly and giv e 
the effect of hav ing been dumped indis­ 
criminately into a mass of cement and trod- 
ien down to the smooth, hard surface there 
exposed.

{Chicago Herald Interv iew J 
“French style,” remarked the caterer, “is 
not only a peculiarity of cooking, but also 
of serv ing. 
It requires harmony in the 
preparation .a- well as in the succession of 
the courses. 
If you want a dark soup you 
rau-d hav e rt followed by fish with a white 
sauce, say salmon a la Hollandni.se, then 
follows your dark roast and a light punch, 
and so on through the whole menu. 
If you 
want to giv e denr soup after the oysters, 
the French styles requires baked fish, with 
a dark sauce to follow. 
The difference is in 
the basis of the soups and sauces, term ed 
roux by the French, 
The dark basis is in 
reality nothing else thau the juice of l>oef, 
the v ery incarnation of it, obtained by 
baking large marrow » x>nes and flesh v ery 
slowly in an ov on the temperature of which 
is kept at a certain degree. 
The white basis 
is obtained from cream, flour, uoru starch, 
butter and bouillon. 
“The .style is adopted for nil American 
dinners worth noticing, and consequently I 
think I am right when I say that there is no 
American style of cooking. 
The details 
may v ary, but the principle is the same. 
For instance, people in New Orleans hav e 
their dishes higher seasoned than people in 
Chicago, and in oonsequence thereof they 
are more susceptible to the gout than we are, 
but the main idea of the French to alternate 
a dark course with a light one prev ails all 
ov er this country. 
Unfortunately we ape 
the French too much. 
Time and again you 
read of fourteen, sev enteen and ev en twenty 
courses. 
For a fine dinner giv e me nine 
courses, not more—oysters, soup, fish, roast, 
punch to giv e the stomach a rest, entree, 
game, salad, and dessert—that is what I call 
a good dinner. 
If you ornament it prop­ 
erly it is a banquet fit for a king."

To urg ueneflPs Criticism. 
(Fo reig n Letter.] 
“The troublo with us Russians,” said Tour- 
guenoif on one occasion, as I was sitting 
smoking with him in his library, “is that we 
hav e tho T artar so close behind us. 
We are 
a 
-emi-barbarous people, 
just 
civ ilized 
enough to huv o acquired the v ices of civ ili ­ 
zation. 
We put Parisian kid glov es upon 
our hands, instead of washing them. 
We 
bow and scrape and utter polite phrases in 
one moment, then go home and thrash our 
-•erv ants, 
We like to declaim about tho fu­ 
ture of Russia, about her v ast undev eloped 
strength and her manifest destiny to gobble 
up tho rest of Europe; and this patriotic in­ 
toxication makes us blind and deaf to tho 
horrible abuses of the present. 


8v *sr-W ord« of the English 
gusge the Meet Comprehensiv e. 
(E. F. Whipple in North American Rev iew.] 
But there if a coarse fiber in the physical 
and moral constitution of the English raoe, 
which was early indicated . by its habit of 
profane swearing. 
Curses were accepted as 
the signs of manliness. 
The author whom 
we hav e taken as our guide makes a desper­ 
ate attem pt to defend his countrymen in 
this respect. 
He shows that a profane use 
of sacred words is common to all races and 
nations, barbaric as well as half civ ilised. 
This fact nfbst be admitted; but, in regard 
to modern times, one must think that the 
English hav e excelled all other nations in 
the meaning and emphasis they hav e put 
into their words. 
The Latin races swear 
more constantly and more v olubly than 
their Teutonic brethren, but their execra­ 
tions are triv ial in comparison with the 
deep-mouthed aud fierce-hearted oaths of 
the Anglo-Saxon people 
The imprecations 
of the Italian, especially, seem to be mere 
outbursts of physical irritation, without 
any solid purpose in them; but in tho or­ 
dinary English soldier and sailor profanity 
expresses character. 
It is needless to go farther back than the 
inv asion of France in the fifteenth century. 
The English were called by the French peas- 
ants, who did not understand their languages 
“the Goddams.” 
The heroes of Agincourt 
were thus named, after their fav orite oath. 
When, afterward, the last step to mako 
France an English prov ince, or to make En­ 
gland a prov ince of France, was thwarted 
by the genius aud faith of Joan of Arc, it is 
curious that this wonderful peasant girl was 
accustomed to name the English, as distin­ 
guished from tho French, “the Goddams.” 
This is the more noticed because she had an 
utter horror of profanity. 
Her knowledge 
of tue English language was probably con­ 
fined to this single phrase. 
Englisu culture may hav e banished from 
polito society tho fav orite oath of the Eng­ 
lish race; but the rough, stout soldiers, 
sailors aud pioneers of the race hav e carried 
the name that Joan of Arc betstowed up >n 
them in the fifteenth century, to ev ery sav ­ 
age and civ ilized clime in which they hav e 
appeared. 
It is 400 .years since their dis­ 
tinguishing imprecation was heard by Joan 
on the walls of Orleans, yet it is uttered 
now with equal emphasis on our own -west­ 
ern plains, by those pioneers that use, or 
rather misuse, the English tongue. 
A fter New Mexico was organized as a ter­ 
ritory of the United States, a gentleman of 
our acquaintance was sent there to occupy 
an official position. 
When he arriv ed at the 
point from which the wagon train of oxen 
and mules was to set forth for the place of 
his future residence, he noticed that recent 
rains had made the miserable roads seem­ 
ingly impassable. 
He asked a wretched- 
looking Indian sav age, lounging about the 
station, if be thought the train would get 
through. 
“The ye-hoes m ay,” he answered, 
“but I don’t believ e the Goddams w ill” 
These terms be oonsidered the 
English 
names of the animals he pointed out, for he 
had nev er heard their driv ers mention them 
as oxsn and mules, but he so understood 
their exclamations and execrations as to dis­ 
criminate bstw een the designation giv en to 
the * patient and forbearing ox, and that 
plentifully bestowed upon the obstinate and 
resisting mule. 
Io fact, he had only taken 
his first lesson in the English language, as 
taught by our boasted pioneers of civ ilisa­ 
tion.

The readers of the 
T e l e g r a p h w i l l 
remember that t he Dixon city council 
ordered, at a meeting last spring, that 
the assessor list for taxes the grounds and 
buildings of th e Northern Illinois Normal 
I School and business College, and the lots 
and blocks were assessed as directed. 
Yesterday, at a meeting of township 
| board of appeals, lield far the purpose of 
I disposing of grievances of that sort, the 
matter came up for decission and it was 
clearly shown that under the Illinois 
statute of exemption the Dixon College 
grounds can not legally he taxed, and the 
town board struck said lots and blocks 
from the list. 
The College has been a great benefit to 
Dixon in assisting the people here in re­ 
gard to the matter of taxes. The addi­ 
tional number of scholars under the age 
of twenty vcars which the College brings 
here adds to the school census, over and 
above the regular list of our own children, 
enough to increase the - school fund, ap­ 
portioned to Dixon, of over fifteen hun­ 
dred dollars. 
That is to say the school 
fund of this district is increased one 
thousand five hundred dollars by reason 
of the College being here, while that in­ 
stitution does not receive any benefit 
whatever 
from that fund. 
This will 
actually have the practical effect of reduc­ 
ing the school tax of this people one thous­ 
and and five hundred dollars per year so 
! long as the present law stands. This alone 
will soon remunerate this people for any 
expense that they have heretofore incur­ 
red in assisting the College in its location 
here. 
Communities, much like individ­ 
uals, are quite liable to under value what 
is easy to acquire, or what is secured, and 
long after and over-estimate the unat­ 
tainable. 
This people bus endured sad 
disappointment on several occasions over 
the loss of some coveted railroad, canal 
or manufacturing establishment, and yet 
not one of these, as a permanent good to 
Dixon, would be of more benefit than 
the Dixon College which is now flourish­ 
ing here. This fact the 
T e l e g r a p h has 
illustrated quite clearly by practical dem­ 
onstration. 
Therefore is it not strange 
that we have people, and especially a 
newspaper, here in our midst sparing no 
effort to destroy the usefulness of the 
Dixon College; and, indeed, appearing to 
desire its failure. 
T ig man who will 
not honorably,defend the interests of his 
own city will not prove loyal to his coun­ 
try. 
The motives which rule a man’s 
jpoç$ ucm « rth» iw o, ^ s e s are the same. 
Where selfishness rule* and controls pa­ 
triotism we may expect to find people who 
disregard, for selfish purposes, the good 
of the country, the State or their own 
city.
